NCNA JULY 29 CARRIED REPORT BY ITS CORRESPONDENT CHANG CHNAG-HAI 
ON HIS JOURNEY TO THE US AS A MEMBER OE THE CHINESE JOURNALISTS 
DELEGATION. CHANG DESCRIBED MANY ENCOUNTERS WITH AMERICANS WHICH 
INDICATED THEIR "GREAT DESIRE" TO KNOW MORE ABOUT CHINA AND TO 
MAKE FRIENDLY CONTACT WITH THE CHINESE PEOPLE. CHANG SAID THAT 
THE JOURNALISTS RETURNED CONVINCED BY WHAT THEY HAD SEEN AND HEARD 
DURING THEIR VISIT TO AMERICA "THAT THE HISTORICAL TREND (OE 
SINO-US FRIENDSHIP) IS IRRESTIBLE" AND THAT IT EXPRESSES 
POPULAR FEELING IN THE US. IN AN APPARENT REFERENCE TO THE 
WATERGATE AFFAIR AND ITS POSSIBLE EFFECT ON SINO-US RELATIONS, 

CHANG QUOTED JOHN KENNETH GALBRAITH AS SAYING THAT 
"THE GREAT EVENTS NOW HAPPENING IN THE US WOULD NOT CHANGE THE 
AFEECTION OE THE AMERICAN PEOPLE FOR THE CHINESE PEOPLE OR THE 
GROWING FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES." CHANG ALSO QUOTED 
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GALBRAITH AS SAYING THAT THE AMERICAN PEOPLE ESTEEMED NIXON’S 
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VISIT TO CHINA AND IMPROVEMENT OF SINO-US RELATIONS AND THAT 
THIS WOULD NECESSARILY BE CONSIDERED BY ANY AMERICAN PRESIDENT.
